LAST ROUND-UP OF BUFFALO 
NOW BEING MADE IN MONTANA 


MICHAEL PABLO UNDERTAKES TO KILL OUTLAWS 


HIMSELF, IN SPITE OF 


GAME AUTHORITIES— 


LAST SHIPMENT MAY BE MADE SOON 


The last spectacular act of a most 
spectacular deal is now being. enacted 
on the plains and among the hills of 
the Flathead reservation in Montana, 
where Michel’ Pablo, the Mexican Half 
breed who sold to the Canadian gov- 
ernment 800 head of buffalo from he 
last existing herd, is now, in the face 
of the warnings of the game author:- 


ties of Montana, and in the face of the 


danger of arrest, endeavoring to kill 
off the twenty head of outlaw buffalo 
that are resisting capture, and pre- 
venting Pablo from fulfilling his con- 
tract with the Dominion government. 

The once-proposed buffalo hunt, by 
which Howard Douglas of Edmonton, 
proposed to take south to Montana a 
party of Albertans to assist in killing 
off the outlaw bulls among the herd, 
and which was” checked by the action 
of the United States government au- 
thorities, who declared that the huut 
would be a violation of the game laws 

i the state, and could not be allowed 


to proceed, will not take place. In- 
stead, Pablo himself, after spending 
considerable money in taking the case 
to the courts, and getting little satis- 
faction, has now taken the matter in 
his own hands, and is having a little 
winter buffalo hunt of his own to kul 
off the outlaws. 

He has been hunting for the past 
few weeks, and has managed to kill 
several of the outlaws, and has not yet 
been interfered with by the govern- 
ment authorities, so that it is likely 
that he will now be able to proceed 
with the destruction of the outlaws, 
and the shipment of the balance of the 
herd, of which there are about sixty 
head yet to be shipped to Wainwright, 
Alberta, to conclude the contract with 
the Canadian government.

NEW INDUSTRY 
TURNS OUT BRICK 


Western Clays Is Ready to Man- 
ufacture, and Will Start Op- 
rations in Spring 


The first brick was turned out 2f 
the presses of Edmonton's new indus- 
try, the Western Clays, Limited, this 
week, 

Over on the east side of the Mill 
Creck ravine, about a year ago, a 
young Edmonton engineer discovered 
a brick and tile clay, that was later 
pronounced by experts to be one of 
the most superior clays for the pur- 
pose. 

fhis is the clay that the Western 

Clays, Limited, a group of Edmonton 
dusine.s men, are undertaking to de- 
velop, and the industry promises to be 
a thriving one. 

This week, the installation of $15,000 
worth of brick manufacturing machia- 
ery which was brought from England, 
was completed, and the first brick 
turned out of the presses on Monday. 

Active operation of the plant will 
commence in the spring, when the 
company will be in a position to turn 
oht about 40,000 brick per day. Later 
it is the intention to instal tile manu- 
facturing machinery, as the clay has 
been proved to be of the best for that 
purpose. 

This is the fifth brick industry to be 
established in Edmonton. A couple 
of years ago the Pressed Bricks, Limit- 
ed started manufacturing on the south 
side of the river, Before that there 
had been in operation for some years, 
the Anderson brick yards on the south 
side, the Sandison yards in the west 
end, and the Little yards in the east 
end.

COUNCIL WILL INSPECT ALL 
BUILDINGS ERECTED IN 1910 


PUBLIC WORKS COMMITTEE REPORTS THAT STRUCT- 
URES ARE DEFECTIVE AND THAT COST HAS BEEN

The public works committee of the 
council presented a report at the regu- 


lar meeting of the council last eve.t- 
ing which, if adopted, will be tanta- 
LORE to a vote of censure of Com-

were contained in a report by the

In elaborating on the report, Ald. 
intimated in 
terms that in his opinion the public 
utilities commissioner is to blame for 
the condition of affairs. “We are not 
getting results, and the matter must 
be inquired into,” he declared. 

“Bad workmanship, and bad inspee- 
tion are responsible for the disgrace- 
ful condition of the new firehall,” he 
said. “This is one of the worst jobs 
in the city.” The walls were badly 
cracked. One could not determine 
whether the plaster had been “laid on 
with a trowel or a whitewash brush.” 

All came home in the end to the 
public utilties commissioner, the alder- 
man declared, going on to suggest 
that the council should visit the fire- 
hall a body and that they should 
visit also the other city departments 
to see how things are being run. 

To Visit Buildings. 

This course will be followed, the 
council as a whole to form a commit- 
tee to investigate the work of the de- 
partments during the past year. The 
council met this morning at ter 
o'clock, and will continue their inves- 
tigation throughout the week. Mean- 
while the report is laid on the table. 

The report of the public works com- 
mittee submitted last evening recom- 
mended that supervision of construc- 
tion of city work. by the building in- 
spector be discontinued when the day- 
labor jobs now under way are com- 
pleted and that in future all civic 
buildings be erected by contract. They 
advised that an additional man be em- 
‘ployed in the department, as fire in- 
spector and assistant building inspec- 
tor, who should serve 24 hours’ notice 
on any violation of the bylaw for the 
removal of combustible material 
which might constitute a nuisance, 
Failing compliance the matter should 
be referred to the spolice.

fire inspector, from January tr to Oc- 
tober 31, $1,075; plumbing inspector, 
$1,200; rent and telephone, $454; horse, 
rig and maintenance, $250; office sup- 
plies, $650.

IMMIGRATION, During the first nine months of the pres- 
POPULATION AND ent year 254,462 immigrants have arrived 
REPRESENTATION in Canada, of which 100,388 were Ameri- 
cans and 154,074 from across the pond. 

While returns are not yet complete, it is estimated at the depart- 
ment of immigration that the total arrivals in Canada for the year 
rgrto have been approximately 350,000, of whom 150,000 came from 
the United States. It is estimated that immigration during the next 
twelve months will touch the half million mark. January starts off 
as a record January and dispatches say that even as early as now 
the steamship capacity on the Atlantic is sold for months ahead. — 

Members of Parliament have submitted to the Minister of Agri- 
culture their recommendations for positions as census commission- 

, ers, and a batch of about 250 will be gazetted shortly. Otherwise 
arrangements for the census are well advanced and schedules are 
being printed. Eight thousand people will be engaged in enumer- 
ating and compiling statistics. Everyone in the west believes that 
the figures will show that the great bulk of the incoming population 
finally finds homes in the country west of the lakes. 

Ottawa dispatches indicate that the redistribution of seats in 
the House of Commons following the census of next June will give 
at least twenty new members to the three Prairie Provinces and 
British Columbia. There is now provision for the census of the 
Western provinces being taken every five years to be followed by 
a redistribution of the seats. The addition of 20 seats next year will 
give the West a representation of fifty-five seats. Ten years from 
today it is not too much to expect that the representation from the 
four Western provinces will be at least a hundred members. This 
is a moderate estimate and if the tide of immigration continues at 
its present pace the representation from the West will be greater 
than one hundred. By the time the West is represented at Ottawa 
by a hundred members the total membership of the House of Com- 
mons will probably be not more than two hundred and forty mem- 
bers. 

Every year the centre of population in Canada is moving a 
little farther west and the day is in plain sight when the domination 
of the political affairs of the Dominion will be in the hands of the 
people of the prairie provinces.

Winnipeg, Jan. 11.—Russia has. not 


given up the hope of getting its hands 
on Savva Fedorenko. Letters bearing 
dates of December 3 and 5 of the Can- 
adian calendar just received, indicate 
the Czar’s officials are still keeping a 
careful watch on the refugee’s former 
home in Pavlovka, in the hope of get- 
ting some information which may be 
of value in pressing the prosecution, 
or which will involve some others im 
the tangle. ; 
Fedorenko’s mother, a 
years of age, writes that shortly after 
the receipt of the 50 roubles 
were sent by the Russian freedom 
league, to aid her in her poverty, a 
detachment of Russian police visited 
the hotel at two o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and searched it from celler to gar- 
ret. Expecting something of the kind 
the old woman had concealed the 
money, but the police found the re- 
ceipt for it and a photograph of Savva 
Fedorenko, which ‘had been hidden up 
against the roof. These and all let- 
ters and papers found were carried off. 
At the same time they informed her 
that in future any letters or informa- 
tion they received must be turned over

It is true, too, that the operators yed in the South Wales coalfields last 


year, 534 were killed outright and 37,- 
374 were badly injured. In other 
words, of every 4000 employed seven 
were killed and 730 injured. 

The total number of killed in British 
coal mines last year including South 
Wales and other localities, was more 
than 1600. 

In one respect the miner who loses 
h’s life at his work is more fortunate 
than the one who is only injured. The 
British law is very strict in requiring 
compensation to the families of em- 
ployees who are killed or to employees 
themselves who are injured in their 
services. No question of contributory 
negligence on the employees’ part ur 
of fellow-servants carelessness are al- 
lowed to enter into the controversy. Lf 
the employee is killed or injured, the 
employer must furnish compensation 
regardless of explanations. The law 
provides, too, that in the event of an 
unsuccessful resistance by the employ. 
er of an employee's claim, the former | 
must pay the costs of the action aad 
the employee's lawyers’ fees. Nor are 
appeals allowed to delay a final de- 
cision more than a few weeks.

So it seems as if the injured miner 
were tolerably well protected.

tion it he insists on having it, but from 
thar time forward though he may have 
recovered completely, it is either im- 
possible for him to tind employment 
at all in a British mine or he is given 
work at much lower pay than Lefore. 
This makes the miners very chary ot 
demanding recompense for their in- 
juries and in’ a large proportion of 
cases no such claims are ever made 
at all. 

Upon the family of a miner who is 
Killed outright ‘the employer may er 
may not -be able to exert a similar iu- 
fluence. If the man leaves only a wid- 
ow or none but very young children, 
itis often impossible for the mine 
owner ta escape. If, however, he 
leaves sons or other near relatives also 
in the service of the owner or of his 
business allies, it is an extremely dan- 
gerous thing for a damage claim to be 
pressed,
